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Memories And A Peaceful Harbor 


A personal letter to Mr. Stellman from one of our subscribers, 
came through the RECORDER office last week. We would like to 
have published it in full because of the writer’s intelligent apprecia- 
tion of th words of our “Ratiocinator” on the subject of unfair rent- 
als and honest landlords. 


The communication came from Hans Aagaard, one of the Oldest 
residents in Menlo Park, who celebrated his 84th birthday last month. 
His memories of early days near Menlo are so vivid and so inter- 
esting that we begged for a brief sketch of his life. 


Mr. Aagaard was born on his father’s estate, “Rosenlund”, on 
the island of Funen in 1865. He lost his mother when he was but 
6 years old and his father raised him very strictly. He learned to 
ride and to hunt at an early age and helped care for the stock on 
the large estate and to take inventory of them. Quite literally Hans 
grew up with the dear little imaginary characters of Hans Christian 
Anderson’s fairy tales that are known and loved all over the world. 


After completing the course at the Agricultural College in Den- 
mark Hans Aagaard came to America to visit his sister. He entered 
Trinity College in Blair, Nebraska. Another young visitor from the 
Scandinavian lands was also visiting in the Middle West—Miss 
Berthe Louise Svendsen of Stavanger, Norway. Introductions came 
at a college dance, with wedding bells the following spring. 


After their marriage Hans and Berthe began travelling to “see 
the country”... Hans especially wished to see the Stanford Stock 
Farms with its prize horse, “Hollywood”. From San Francisco he 
took the little train down to Menlo Park where he could rent a horse 
and buggy to drive across the fields to the “Farm”. 


The first person the traveler met in Menlo was Mr. Doyle of 
the grocery firm of Duff and Doyle, then occupying a large brick 
store on the corner of Santa Cruz and the Highway. Over a glass 
of rare old Sherry, Hans learned the history of the town and its- 
people. He was delighted with the winding roads and lovely trees on 
the well kept estates of that day. They reminded him so much of 
his own home in Funen that he: decided to settle here, going to 
work first for the Eyre family of Atherton, where he soon came to 
know the Folgers and Joslyns of Woodside. 


Those were indeed romantic times. With his beautiful four- 
in-hand hitched to his Tallyhoo, Hans would take parties through 
the winding roads of the Woodside Hills. The calls ‘of silver horns 
of other drivers would ring through the canyons while the horses’ 
fast beating hooves kept time to the merry singing. He might pass 
the fast “coach and four” that Dan Woods was driving in those 
days, or startle a deer and her fawn on their way to one of the 
clear springs abounding in the hills. 


Mr, Aagaard remembers riding with the late J. J. Moore of 
Atherton in the San Mateo Hunt Club, whose members had the best 
English Hunters. The chase would be fast and furious, ending with 
breakfast and the hunters’ tall tales. A sadder memory for the old- 
time_resident is the havoc caused by the earthquake. 


With the advent of the automobile it seemed to Hans that the 
period of fun and excitement had ended. «He became the superin- 
tendent of the Richard Sprague estate on Walsh Road and worked 
there for several years. Here tragedy struck twice in six months 
with the death of the Sprague’s two sons. Although Mr. Sprague 
wanted Hans to go east with him he could not leave his friends and 
his new home here, so he went to work for the Miller and Lux Co., 
travelling up and down the state with them. 


In 1929 Hans Aagaard retired—to take it easy, but when the 
1929 crash came he found himself working again, this time for Dr. 
Tevis, an old friend at Los Gatos. When the doctor died a while 
later Hans came home for good. He had lost his life-time compan- 
ion and with eye-sight fast failing he felt very lonely indeed. His 
daughter, Berthe, with her husband, Arthur Butler, and their child- 
ren, moved to Menlo Park a few years ago to care for him. 


Unable to take the long walks around town to visit with his 
friends as formerly, Hans now turns to his radio and keeps himself 
very well informed on world events. He enjoys the programs of his 
two countrymen, Victor Borge and Laurents Melchior very much, 
and is happy when some old friend drops in for a chat and a cup 
of coffee. He has met many people in his long life and found them 
all interesting and worth knowing. With his family around him 
and happy memories for company, Hans is content to enjoy the 


peaceful harbor in which he is now resting. We wish him Good |

We Can When We Will 


The world’s population approximates 2 billion, 2 hundred mil- 
lion. An authority from the U. S. Soil Conservation Service (as 
quoted by the California Farm News) states, “If all the food now 
being produced in all countries were to be distributed evenly, it 
would provide the minimum adequate diet for about 1 billion, 600 
million people”. If true this means that about a half million people 
would have to go without food even though the earth’s available 
supply were equally distributed. And from the New York State 
College of Agriculture comes the opinion that the long-range solution 
to the “unbalance of food supply and food needs” must be a “seien- 
tific reduction” in world population. 


And isn’t that something to think about? 


Are we to understand that war, disease, accidents and starva- 
tion are not killing us off fast enough? That the earth has already 
passed its saturation point? That our hit and miss murder system 
is not equal to the task of keeping down global population so that 
we should turn to “scientific reduction” to avoid starvation? Well, 
and if we do, whose system should be used—and upon whom? 


One eyeing this dilemma from the cold, dead moon, might 
well remark, “If the inhabitants of that fair and fertile ball are not 
intelligent enough to feed themselves they SHOULD starve.” But 
to us here, there must be no “ifs” about it.

Why then have we not learned to use that intelligenc? Can it be 
the lack of sufficient desire? 


The growing number of relief organizations and the expanding 
services of the long established ones, prove that there are millions 
who DO desire to assist their fellow men in their miseries, and we 
believe that through pain and sorrow this desire is gradually increas- 
ing everywhere in the hearts of men. Such a force, working with 
the “constructive powers” of life, in time is bound to win.

The City Council has introduced 
an ordinance calling for architectur- 
al control of commercial buildings. 
The purpose is to provide machinery 
for carrying out an overall plan for 
an attractive business district as 
agreed upon by a majority of prop- 
erty owners and business men. It is 
not the thought of the Planning 
Commission that all commercial 
architecture be of one type or style, 
but it is desired that proposed build- 
ings, which because of ugliness or 
inappropriateness detract from the 
value of adjacent property, be re- 
strained. The proposed ordinance 
would require that any building 
which in the opinion of the Plan- 
ning Commission comes under this 
category be submitted to the glare 
of public opinion in a formal hear- 
ing before the City Council. 

The ordinance establishes an 
Architectural Board of Review, con. 
sisting of the nine members of the 
Planning Commission and the 
Building Inspector. All plans for 
commercial buildings must be sub- 
mitted to this Board which is re- 
quired to pass or disapprove them 
within thirty days. A disapproval 
or refusal to accept the Planning 
Commission’s recommended chang- 
es, requires a public hearing before 
the City Council within fifteen days. 
In practise these limits will be 
shortened greatly.

This letter is written to solicit 
your support in arousing the people 
of Menlo Park to prevent further 
cutting down of our beautiful native 
oak trees. 


The city of Menlo Park is highly 
favored by having a large number of 
both white and live oak trees along 
its streets and in private gardens. 
These trees have required hundreds 
of years to grow and they give to 
cur small city a distinction and 
beauty that other cities may well 
envy. In fact, without these trees, 
Menlo Park would be without any 
special attraction and just be an- 
other ordinary small town. 

Lately a number of these trees 
lining our streets have been cut 
down. One especially noteworthy is 
a tree that has adorned the rail- 
road depot plaza next to the hotel 
for as long as any resident of Men- 
lo Park can remember. It was virt. 
ually a land mark, like the tall red- 
wood tree at Palo Alto. 

Our street commissioner reports 
the cutting down of these trees with 
the ironic notation “Cut down at 
request of owner”. These words 
would be a fitting epitaph on the 
owner’s tombstone. 

Unfortunately many property 
owners do not realize that these 
trees represént a valuable asset to 


‘|their property, far beyond the val- 


ue of the firewood they got out of 
them. 

Recently the city, council appoint- 
ed a board to pass on the architect. 
ural beautification of structures to 
be erected within the city limits. 
With equal foresight they will do 
well to pass an ordinance making it 
necessary for the owner to apply 
for a permit from the planning 
commission before a tree may be cut 
down. 

I sincerely trust that other resi- 
dents of Menlo Park will join me 
in this cry for help to save our 
trees. :

Said a Wichita, 
Kansas, planning technician recent- 
ly of architectural control, “:. . . it 
is one of the best ways to get an 
attractive city.” 

The final adoption of the ordin- 
ance will be the subject of discus- 
sion at the next meeting of the City 
Council, Tuesday,‘ February 25. If 
you are for or against architectural 
control, come that evening at 8 o’- 
clock and voice your opinion.

State Budget And 
Federal Bookkeeping

The whopping $641 million budget 
for the 1947-48 fiscal year—the first 


for a single year instead of for two; 


—is a jarring reminder to citizens 
of California of the increasing cost 
of Government, especially in a state 
increasing so rapidly as ours. But 
in spite of its mammoth size the 
State’s income is such that it can 
be handled with plenty to spare. 
But, as usual, the excess of income 


over outgo will present as much, or 


more of a problem than a shortage. 


Everybody will want to get a slice) 


of the surplus for this project or 
that. It’s going to takq a tight rein 
to keep the spending horses in 
check. 

Governor Warren’s recommenda- 
tion that $75 million be set aside as 
a reserve for the day when the pres- 
ent high State income may have 
dropped considerably sounds like a 
good idea. His proposal also tO use 
excess funds to rehabilitate and 
modernize state institutions is some- 
thing that needs to be done. But 
care must be used that the State 
gets full value on these expendi- 
tures. In the midst of our prosper- 
ity there is need for caution and all 
reasonable economy. 

s s s 

There is merit in the suggestion 
of Senator Robertson of Wyoming 
that an audit of all Federal spend- 
ing from 1933 to 1946 be undertak- 
en. If such an audit could be done 
for the $10 million he proposes to 
authorize for it, it would be money 
well spent. For one thing, we might 
find out just what has become of 
some of the billions of dollars which 
Congress provided the executive de- 
partment under blank check ar_ 
rangements. Of course, the fantast- 
ic sums that were kicked around in 
the days of squadermania can’t be 
recovered now but the people are 
entitled to know the whole story in. 
stead of only a very small part of 
it. ; 

This idea of an outside audit of 
the Government books should be 
made a regular annual practise. It 
will help to prevent a good deal of 
the ‘carelessness” that so often 
creeps in to the handling of Govern- 
ment funds. And it’s about time 
anyway, for Government. operations 
to be put on a real businesslike 
basis.

Veterans Report On 
Germany And Japan 


Members of the Menlo-Atherton 
Citizens’ Club were privileged last 
Thursday evening to hear of post- 
war activities in Japan and Ger- 


many from two young intelligent 
first-hand observers. But the forty 
or more persons who listened to 
Major Charles D. Armstrong dis- 


cuss America’s reorganization plans! 


and their accomplishments in Jap- 
an, and to Mr. Samson R, Knoll 
tell of Germany under its occupa- 
tions, must all have been saddened 
by the revelations of the evening. 
The discussion group gathered at 
the home of Mrs. L. S. Fletcher on 
Johnson street. 

Major Armstrong’s report of the 
Oriental situation was prefaced by a 
sympathetic analysis of the Japan- 
ese character with its odd mixture 
of ambition and the opposite, Bud- 
dhist philosophy. He told of the 
part Shintoism has been playing in 
Japan in the more recent years and 


described the condition of the poor. 
er pecple who have been kept in 
complete ignorance and _ subserv- 
ience. With Japan’s defeat its peo- 
jle have swung from awe-inspiring 
ferocity to abject surrender, said 
Major Armstrong, the average man 
being so stunned by the unbelievable 
collapse of the ideology that Jap- 
an today is an extremely pliable 
land in the hands of the conquering 
forces. The rehabilitation of educa- 
tion is the major task, said Arm- 
strong. He suggested that the 
greatest help would be a return to 
the concepts of Buddhism and the 
decentralization of Money and of 
Power, but saw the great difficulty 
our American authority must un- 


dergo in its endeavor to reorganize 
economics and establish trade’in a 
land bled bare. 

Samson Knoll was an intelligence 
officer concerned with psychological 
warfare during the days of German 
invasion and later was connected 
with the occupational forces in that 
country. Knoll admitted that any 
report on the occupation of Ger- 
many must be a tale of woe to per- 
sons who considered themselves to 
be broadminded. He sees Germany 
as a battle ground for the same 
struggles that are going on in Am- 
erica, in England and in France, 
but said that the “Revolution” there

Many spectators are slightly con- 
fused with the rules of Rugby as 
cgmpared to football and the point 
scoring befuddles many following 
the games. The points in rugby are 
as follows: A try or a touchdown, 
and let me add it must be touched | 
to the ground, scores three points. 
The hall is then taken out in a line 
from the actual point behind the 
goal where the try was made, differ-'! 
ing from football where the ball is 
always placed in the center of the 
field regardless of the point of the 
teuchdown. This often calls for an} 
attempt by a player making a try, 
attempting to place the ball down as 
near the center as possible to make 
the conversion attempt more favor- | 
able. A successful conversion gains 
two poi:ts, making a goal, consist- 
ing of a try and conversion, five 
points. On the conversion the ball 
is held above the ground; the de- 
fense cannot rush until the ball is 
touched to the ground. A penalty 
kick nets three points if successful 
and a penalty results when a player | 
deliberately knocks the ball forward | 
or tackles a man when offside, or 
if when offside he attempts to play | 
the ball. An offside or a “knock 
on”, that is involuntarily, calls for a j 
scrum at the point of offense. The 
“knock on” means the ball is pro- 
jected forward by slapping or pass- 
ing with the hands or body of a 
player. The point to remember is 
that in rugby a ball may be ad- 
vanced forward only by kicking or 
dribbling. 

A “ruck” is called when two or 
more men are carrying the ball at 
their fect and a player who at- 
tempts to pick a ball out of the 
“ruck” commits a foul resulting in a 


penalty kick, When a ball is stopped 
or piled on or When an involuntary 
foul is committed, a scrum is called 
and the ball is fed in by the scrum 
half, heeled back and passed out to 
the first and second five and the 
wing.
